Knox Smith, commissioner of corpora- 
tions, today made public subdivisions

tobacco industry. They deal with the 
present organization of the tobacco 
combination, so-called, its degree of 
control in that industry and the (level 
opment of that control. 


These divisions of the report, re- 


sulting from a thorough investigation 
into the business operations of the to 
bacco combination, contain an elabor- 
ate discussion 
of the 
methods by 


which the manufacture of tobacco, ex- 
cept cigars, has come under the con- 
trol of a comparatively few capital- 
ists. 


Controlled By Small Group. 


Commissioner Smith says: 
"In the 
tobacco 
combination an 


the American Tobacco company and 
its three great subsidiary combina- 
tions, the American Snuff company, 
the American; Cigar company and the 
British-American company, besides 82 
other subsidiary concerns doing busi- 
ness in the United States, Porto Hico 
anil Cuba. 
The combination repre- 


sents a total net capitalization, of over 
?316,000,000. 
A very small group of 


ten stockholders control 60 per cent, 
of the outstanding voting stock of the 
American Tobacco company, through 
which company the entire combination 
is controlled." 


Bogus "Independent" Concerns. 


A list o£ the subsidiary companies 


controlled, "including over 
twenty 


litherto secretly controlled, so-called 
'bogus 
independent concerns,'" 
is 


given in the report. It is shown also 
that the. combination is practically the 
.only important exporter of tobacco 


-.manufactures, from-this, country.-.. As 


tpnishing figures are "'given in" respec' 
to the development ofthe combination 
In 1891 it controlled S9:per cent, o 
the business of cigarette manufacture 
and this 
proportion 
practically it 


maintained today. 
In cigars its out 


put increased from 4 per cent, of th 
business in 1897 to 14 7-10 per cent, 
in 1906; while in manufactured to! 
bacco (chewing, smoking, fine cut and 
snuff) "the combination's output in- 
creased from 7 per cent, of the total in 
1891, to 77 per cent, in 1906. Finally, 
in 1906, the combination controlled of 
these separate products respectively, 
plug, 82 per cent.; smoking, 71 per 
cent.; fine cut, 81 per cent., and snuff, 
95 per cent." In the year .1906 the 
combination used in the manufacture 
of its various products nearly 300,000,- 
000 pounds of leaf tobacco. 


Absorption of Competitors, 


"An idea of the absorption of com- 


peting plants," says Commissioner 
Smith, "and of the changes through 
combination within the last decade 
may be had from the fact that in 1897 


•. the combination bad ten plants, each 


producing over 50,000 pounds of man- 
ufactured tobacco or snuff per year, 
while there 
were 243 independent 


plants of the same class. In 1906. ou 
the other hand, the combination had 
45 plants of this class and independ- 
ent manufacturers 140. 
Especially 


' conspicuous has been the absorption 
o! the large plants. In 1897 the com- 
bination had 8 plants, each producing 
over 1.000,000 pounds of these pro- 
ducts per year, while its competitors 
had 46 such plants. In 1906 the com 
bination had 34 plants of this size, and 
independent concerns only 17. 


Weak Competitors Crushed. 


"Despite the combination's 
enor- 


mous expenditures for advertising and 
in 'schemes' and despite 
frequent 


price cutting by means of its so-call- 
ed 'fighting brands,' there has been, 
in several branches of the industry, a 
constant tendency for competitors to 
gain business more, rapidly than the 
combination and thus to reduce its 
proportion of the output. This tend- 
ency has been overcome only by con- 
tinued buying up of competitive con- 
cerns. 
Jinny -weaker concerns have 


been virtually driven, out. of business 
or forced to sell out to the combina- 
tion, either by reason of the direct 
competition of the latter or as an in- 
direct, result of the vigorous competi- 
tion between 
thr. combination and 


lar.cer indcppndent concerns. Tn the 
case of ihe larger and more powerful 
concerns which it acquired. Tiowever, 
ihe combination has usually secured 
control only by paying a high price. 
The immense profits of the combina- 
tion have enabled it. to keep np this 
policy."

bill in th« course of the meeting-. Senator 
Clarke of Arkansas, moved to report bill 
eiimiiiHtlng the provision with referencn 
to land graft. 
The motion waa lost by 


6 to 4. 
All of the republicans 
voted 


against the motion and all of the demo- 
crats for it. 


While the committee will meet again 


Saturday the vote taken yesterday is con- 
sidered a test of the sentiment of tho 
committee. 


In addition to the eighteen counties 


hat have been voted "dry" under the 
ocal option law, twenty-three others 
lave for various periods been "dry" 
by the remonstrance method. Many 
other countios are partially "dry." 
3ven if the legislature finally repeals 
he county option act there will be no 
disturbance of the territory already 
rid of saloons, whether by remon- 
strance or county unit elections, dur- 
ng the legally prescribed period. 
Meanwhile, it appears more and more 
doubtful that repeal 
of tbe county 


law can be accomplished. If it should, 
the feat will follow such, amendment 
of the repeal bill as will stringently 
condition what remains of the saloon 
traffic In Jnldana.

We have all learned that there are some pretty serious expenses involved in 


street lighting outside of the original cost of the generating plant, the distributing 
or street outfit, the operation and care of these, and the interest on the investment 
required for all this. Those were items of cost in the just-out-of-the-shell davs. 


That generating plant, it has been found, must be renewed in parts constant- 


ly, a steady expense. The transmission cables, wires and mechanism, the lamps, 
brackets, and even poles, require frequent replacement. 


The depreciation in the value of what is not replaced is serious/for the aver- 


age Me of such material is only about 12 to 14 years—some claim even less 


Whatever the amount allowed yearly for depreciation determines also the like 


amount that must be reckoned for the renewal fund from which eventuallv to re- 
place the worn-out plant. 


Then investment in street lighting plant is not only taxable like other citv 


property, but it is sometimes the subject of unfair assessment, for which emerg- 
ency an extra cost allowance must be made. 


Then there arc other tax burdens imposed by cities which must lie reckoned 
into possible contingent expense.

It 
would also prevent a number of fo<ir- 
toon year old children being put to 
work in factories, say the officers.
